5,160,116] 

2. Claims 12-17 are allowed. 

3. Claims 2-11 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

a. Re claim 2, all of the limitations of claim 2 have been added to claim 1. Claim 1 
should now be in condition for allowance. Original claim 2 has been canceled. 

b. Re claim 3, claim 3 has been amended to depend from amended claim 1. 

c. Re claim 4, claim 4 has been amended to depend from amended claim 1. 

d. Re claim 5, because it depends from claim 4, for at least the reasons cited in point 
3(c) it is now in condition for allowance. 

e. Re claim 6, because it depends from claim 5, for at least the reasons cited in point 
3(d), it is now in condition for allowance. 

f. Re claim 7, claim 7 has been amended to depend from amended claim 1 . 

g. Re claim 8, because it depends from claim 7, for at least the reasons cited in point 
3(f) it is now in condition for allowance. 

h. Re claim 9, because it depends from claim 7, for at least the reasons cited in point 
3(f) it is now in condition for allowance. 
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i. Re claim 10, because it depends from claim 7, for at least the reasons cited in 

point 3(f) it is now in condition for allowance, 
j. Re claim 11, because it depends from amended claim 1, for at least the reasons 

cited in point 3(a) it is now in condition for allowance. 

Applicants have followed the Examiner's recommendations and believe that this application is 
now in condition for allowance. 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's detailed consideration of the application and look forward 
to a timely Notice of Allowance.
